Parents also, if worldly con- 
cerns were in their way, could neglect their week- 
day meetings sometimes, yet be willing to hold the 
name, and plead excuse because of a busy lime or 
the like; but I believe that such a departure from 
primitive integrity ever did, and ever will, occasion 
a withering from the lile of true religion. 

Afterwards, he said,— I feel that which lives 
beyond death and the grave, which is now an inex- 
pressible comfort to me : and in the evening of the 
day of his departure, he added,— I feel more life, 
light, love and sweetness, than ever before; and 
often mentioned the divine refreshment and comfort 
he felt, flowing like a pure stream to his inward 
man, saying, 1 may tell you of it, but you cannot 
feet it as I do.
